treat of the French Garrilon there would not be 
Our informant could not tell how many 
ren the Auftrians loft, nor who commanded them 
But it is prefumed, that it was General Clairfair. 

Avtaentic advices of the 6th of March, recetv- 
ed from Cadiz via Baltimore, fttate—that the 
French had aétsally commenced hoftilities againt

Ona the contrary they 
ftate that Dumourier was ili in force between 
Louvain and Broffels—but th.. the French have 
entirely evacuated Oftend, proceeding by water 
on their way to Dunkirk.
